The compiler ol the American School

hibrary, is not so jircsnmptuous as lo pro-po- se

liis books suflicicnt suhstitutes lor all
other compilations lor siniilar purposes.
On the contrary, he would earneslly

tl at so great a variety of clas3
books shoulu be lurnislied for schools, tliat
each class might commenco cvcry quarler
wilh a new book. It is a great mistake in
parents to suposu thete i3 cconomy or any
other advanlage in confining theircliildren
to Iho use ol only nvoor three sorts ol
bcliool books duiing thcir cducalion. A
new good book, evciy lew nionlh?, stimu-late- s

tlie ambition ol the scholar, and
(acilitates liis irnprovcment, not only in tlie
art of reading but in the progressive

usclul inlbrrr.ation.
It has been the special endeavor of the

compiler of iho books now olTered to tlie
public, besides adapting the lessoiis progres-sivel- y

to tlieage nud capacitiesol thc lcarner
to combine enteitainment witli usolul

; and while guiding the pliant
juvcnile mind in the ways ol knowfcdge,
wisdom, virlue, piety, cconomy, indusiry,
tcinperance, peacu and hapjiiness, to e.xliiliit
elearly, and forcibly tho indu:ements and
rational inotives lor purauing such ways.
Dry moral precenls, wilhout illuslrations,
nre scldnm regarued with atlention bychil-dre- n.

He has also carel'ully, cndeavored
that nothing should be found 111 liis compi-
lations, artial lor. or against either ol the
scrts ol religion, but al thc samc timc

such lundamental, practical and
indisjiutablc maxiins and principles as all
concur in. The introduction ol scclarian
books in scminarics ol leaming would havc
a pornicious tendency to dcstroy thc uuiou
and harmony in socitty eo essenlial to the
ndvanccmenlol education. liu has inserled
n considerablo numberor lessons designed
to imprcss the mindsol the rising gcnera-tio- n

with a just abhorrancc ofthe prevail-in- g

custom ol uslng inloxicating liquors,
wmch is prouatily the most ilestruclive anu
cxtensive moral and j.hysical evil that rav-aEe- fl

oui renublio at the orwell! time.
The advantagcs wliicli, in thc compiler'a

view, are pecuharlo 1ns spelling oookk, are
lust, that llie clemenlary sounds are so
clcarl.v and distinctlv ar raiiL'eil, and bo nlain
ly e.viiaincil, by lneans ol a simple new
invcntcd key, that any child who can distin-guis- li

nuniciical lligures and pronouncc
louitecn ol llie most common inonoyslla-blc- s,

may bc taughr, in a lew hours, how
to pronouncc thc accented vowei souncJs in
nll tlie words ol thc rrgular Bpclling lables,
whclher the sounds aic rrpresented by sin-gl- e,

various or dipthongal vowels, without
taiiher atlention Irom the teacher; sccond
tliat words which are seldom or nuver used
either in books or convcisation, aru chiefly
cxciuueu, as weii as severai ouier extrane
ous matters (oiten lo bc secn in common
spelling books) either useless or unintellijri-bl- e,

and perplexing tosmall chiilrcn; third,
that the readinz lessons comiirise. exc u- -

sively, sul.jccts lamiliar and intercsting to
young leaincrs, whilemost of the spi'lling
books nic clogged with nbstract metaphy-sic- al

pieces, totally inconiiiiehensible to clnl-dre-

nr.d ofcourse, ledious, disagreeable
and discouraging.

In selecting matcrials (or thc 3d nnd 4th
books, the compiler has taken particular caiu
tliat the suhjects, as well as thc language,
should corrcspond to the capaeities and ol

children Irom C to 8 yeara old ; by
which raeans they will, at tho samo timc,
aiakc rapid progrej in the art ol reading
with ease and propriety, becomo improved
m tlie. r moral and arqniren taste
lor books. 01 the importance ol tliesc
results, no intclligent mind needs any n.

IJeleiving that a knowledgc of natural
history, or a history ol the wisdom, over,
goodmtis, wotks nud providence ol tliu Crea-lo- r

ol the UniverBe is essenlial to the ellare
and s ol every ralional Iieing and
ought to bo taught in every school, liu has
npirojiriated tl-- principal part ol thu fifth
book to those suhjecla.

The sixlh number contains asck-clio- ol
essays and leclures on tho advnntages ol
reading and incnlal improvemeiit, logethei
with a variety ol such dialoguw, moral
tales, lables, Hwtry, &c. as niecnluiilatcd lo
conhrm tliu iinpression of those advantagcs
onthcyouthlul mind. Anappendix isadded
to llna mimber, containing (hu principal
documcnls which delincatu the Anierican
jirincij) es and systera ol goveniment, nnd a
onet bkelch ol a project dcvised and com- -
